More than 400 tons of bombs 
were dropped on three separate 
Wonsan targets ahd more than 
200 tons were unleashed against 
other strategic targets in the 
Communist transportation net- 
work north of the. Thirty-eighth 
parallel. The previous high B-29 
drop on North Korean targets 
was 500 tons in one day. 

Early reports on the record 
total of 625 tons point to .“exten- 
sive damage done to the Commu- 
nist war potential,” the Far East 
Air Forces command announced. 

The center of the huge Wonsan 
railway switching center was 
filled with loaded trains whén 
the B-29s struck. FEAF said 
their aim was accurate.

Officers said Harris had gone 
to the Fansler home to get the 
girl’s clothing, and began shoot- 
ing after Fansler accused him of 
enticing his daughter away from 
home last Friday.

Sheriff Charles Johnson of 
Carter couhty said he doubted 
the girl had been harmed. The 
fact that Harris had gone to her 
home to get her clothes indicated 
he planned to meet her at some 
mountain hideout in the area, 
Johnson said. A search of aban- 
doned farm homes in this area 
was made late yesterday, but 
Lola was not found. 

After the triple killing, Harris 
fled to the sparsely settled tim- 
berland south of here, known as 
the “Wilderness,” in a comman- 
deered farm pickup truck. The 
point where he was found and 
killed was less than a mile from 
a barn, where he was seen but 
eluded the 60-man posse Tues- 
day afternoon.

Johnson said it was possible 
that Harris had been hiding in 
the dense underbrush nearby, and 
thought that all three of the 
possemen had driven away in the 
automobile and that the road was 
clear.

When South Korea was invad- 
ed, the United States had a stra- 
tegic- Air Force that could have 
delivered a powerful strike back 
at any enemy who engaged this 
eountry in a full-scale frontal at- 
tack. The strategic Air Force was 
the basket in which the nation 
had placed its atomic eggs. 

But the new Russian maneuver 
of anonymous back-door aggres- 
sion through a distant satellite 
rendered impotent the nuclear 
weapon in this first round. 

That weapon was reserved for 
the direct attack. It may well 
have deterred such a direct at- 
tack. 

Army Strength at Ebb. 

But the country had only one 
Army division—the Eighty-sec- 
ond . Airborne—at full strength 
when Korea exploded. Its other 
nine divisions—Russia has 175 
divisions — were under-manned 
and under-equipped. 

Half of the Navy, most of* its 
fighting strength, was laid up in 
mothballs, needing from three to 
g@ighteen months to be made 
ready for combat. 

Its tactical Air Force, though 
good in quality, was undersized 
in number.

Economists’ Report Calls for Keeping Cost 
in Line With Income Rather Than Plung- 
ing Into All-Out Program. 


“The level of Government ex- 
penditure devoted to the rein- 
forcement of defense niight com- 
promise the progress achieved in 
the last year, if great care is: not 
taken to combine economic pol- 
icy’ as a whole with the normal 
implications of such expenditure,” 
the report said. 

The economists thus warned 
western European nations to keep 
their rearming costs within a rea- 
sonable proportion of national in- 
comes, instead of going all-out 
into a. “guns instead of butter” 
spending spree. . 


Warning After 1952. 


brought up the problem of Euro- 
pean economics after the Marshall 
Plan ends in mid-1952. That sec- 
tion, too, was a warning. 

“It is dificult,” said the report, 
“to forecast what might happen 
to the balance between supply 
and demand (when Marshall Plan 
ends). In a few countries the ex- 
traordinary aid is relatively so 
‘ large that its disappearance could 
hardly be balanced by any prob- 
able increase in domestic produc- 
tion or saving.” 

To such countries, the OEEC 
economists gave only this sug- 
gested solution: Cut costs and 
raise production. 

At the moment, before arms 
spending gets into high gear, 
and while Marshall Plan dollars 
still flow, “most countries in 
western Europe have achieved a 
reasonable balance between in- 
flation and deflation.” This means 
that the increasés in both living 
‘costs and employment have, been 
| kept fairly in sight of each other. 
| Prices Up Slightly in 6 Months. 


Prices of food, rents, shirts, 
coal and other commodities 
Europeans need have risen only 
slightly since most currencies 
were devalued last September. In 
the first six months after de- 
valuation, the economists dis- 
covered, wholesale prices rose as 
much as 10 per cent in only one 
country, Austria. In only four 
was the rise more tham 5 per 
cent.

Financial experts had warned 
Europeans that prices would go 
up sharply when devaluation 
made European currencies worth 
less in terms of dollars and cents. 


Investigating the rate of con- 
sumer-buying in Europe, the 
economists repotred they found 
that “part of the deferred de- 
mand from the period of war- 
time scarcity has been. satisfied,” 
although there still is less buy- 
ing of consumer goods in some 
countries then there was before 
the war. 


Personal savings have increased 
considerably in some countries, 
although the cost of living has 
increased in all but a few coun- 
tries. 

Greece, Austria and France 
have shown marked rises in the 
cost of living, based on retail 
prices, since 1948. Turkey, Por- 
tugal and The Netherlands have 
shown increases of about 10 per 
cent since 1948. Britain, Sweden, 
Ireland, Denmark, Norway and 
Iceland have shown smaller rises. 


Decreases in 4 Countries. 


Decreases of the cost of living 
since 1948 were reported only in 
Belgium, Italy, Switzerland and 
western Germany. 


Industrial production, the re- 
port said, “has probably in recent 
years been the most potent fac- 
|tor in the curbing of inflation. 
Industrial production is now, in 
‘most countries, considerably 
above the prewar level, and agri- 


cultural production is approach- | 


‘ing it.” 
| The report warned of a slack- 
-ening of the increase of indus- 
trial and farm production and 
recommended unspecified “spe- 
cial measures” to promote fur- 
ther improvement in productivity. 
The report concluded with a 
word of praise for American aid 
and a word of warning to Euro- 
pean nations to attain economic 
stability, which it described as “a 
satisfactory level of economic ac- 
tivity without extraordinary out- 
side assistance.”

Also involved is the prestige of 
the United States among the in- 
dependence-minded people of Asia 
generally. 

Harriman, President Truman's 
foreign affairs co-ordinator, re- 
turned yesterday from ~Japan, 
where he Formosa and 
other Far Eastern political issues 
with Gen. Douglas MacArthur. He 
told a press conference there was 
“no sign of any change whatso- 
ever” in policy toward 
the island stronghold of the Chi- 
nese Nationalists. 2 

Indication of Concern. 

The fact that he saw fit to make 
this and similar statements pub- 
licly indicated the concern which 
the State Department and White 
House have felt privately over 
the unexpected reactions abroad 
to MacArthur’s visit to General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek on For- 
mosa last week. 

MacArthur and Chiang both is- 
sued statements about the pros- 
pects for ultimate victory in the 
Far East. Both said also they - 
had agreed on basic plans for 
the defense of Formosa against 
any attempt at conquest by the 
Chinese Communists. 


The tone of these statements 


caused some speculation that 
American policy was moving be- 


‘yond the determination to defend 


Formosa against the Communists 
and into a new stage of close 
collaboration with Chiang in the 
Far East.

Roll Call of U.S. Power. 

Here is the team the United 
States had to put in the field 
against Russia or her satellites 
when the Round One bell was 
rung in Korea: 

AIR—Four groups of B-36, six- 
engine heavy bombers, the world’s 
largest, and the only American 
plane able to fly non-stop from 
bases in this country to targets in 
Russia and return without mid- 
air refueling. The exact number 
of planes in these four opera- 
tional groups is a deeply classi- 
fied secret, but normally a bomb- 
er group consists of 36 planes.

Indeed, there is ground for a suspicion that — ; 


this is what the company hopes will happen. 
Despite the King-Thompson Act’s provision for 
revocation of the permit to operate of a utility 
which refuses to bargain in good faith with a 
union, a strong case could be made in support 
of a belief that the company is trying to force 
State seizure. . 

It might have in mind what has happened 
in Kansas City. There the State has had nomi- 
nal control of the transportation system for 
three and one-half months, but it is possible that 
the company is making more money under that 
arrangement than it could hope to make if it 
were in sole control. 

For. still unsettled is the legal question of 
who has to pay accident damage claims and 
license taxes*under State seizure—the State or 
the company. And such costs are a considerable 
part of a transportation company’s expenses. 

If the company's contention that the State 
must pay is upheld by the courts, then the 
company will have succeeded in transferring to 
the shoulders of the taxpayers of Missouri a 
burden which the innocent bystanders in this af- 
fair, the people, should not be forced to bear 
any more than they should have to suffer an 
interruption in transportation. 

That is a weakness in the King-Thompson Act 
which the Legislature should reconsider when 
it meets again. It also should correct the cur- 
rent inequity in the act which in effect makes 
the law a far heavier burden on labor than on 
management. For the law gives labor no com- 
pensation for its loss of the right to strike, and 
makes no mention at all of what is to be done 
with profits which may be earned during the 
period of State operation. 

For the moment the immediate responsibility 
of all parties in this Public Service Co. dispute 
is to assure that there will be no interruption in 
transportation. If the company fails to come 
to terms, the’ State should take control and the 
union should continue working. One of the 
State’s first actions in that event should be ‘to 
make sure that the streetcar and bus operators 
are not penalized by the results of the company’s 
flouting of common decency and the public will. 

The company has said it is willing to pay the 
7-cent increase recommended by the hearing 
panel, but refuses to agree with the panel that 
the increase should be paid. for the period since 
last Jan. 1 when the old contract expired. The 
panel found that retroactivity is a proper element 
in adjusting this dispute. 

If the State is compelled to seize the trans- 
portation system, consequently, it not only 
should do everything in its power to put the 
wage increase into effect immediately, but also 
should examine the legality of using company 
funds to pay the increase retroactively from last 
Jan. 1, 
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A Man With Courage 


Making up his mind to resign from the Pro- 
gressive party must have been tie hardest de- 
cision Henry Wallace ever had to make.

On the Parole Board’s Conscience 


Harold Harris is dead, but the faults in Mis- 
souri’s parole administration, which turned him 
loose to murder three persons in cold blood 
this week, live on. 

These faults should, we think, enlist the par- 
ticular attention of John D. Fels, a former 
State Senator who became a member of the 
Missouri Board of Probation and Parole just 
last month. Mr. Fels, who comes from Kirk- 
wood, became a member of the board after 
Harris was paroled on Jan. 6, but he will be 
a member of the board when similar ghastly 
mistakes are made in the future if something 
is not done to prevent those mistakes meanwhile. 

Why the board should have considered Harris 
a good risk for parole after serving one and a 
half years of an eight-year sentence is a mystery 
to us. The man’s record was abysmal. He had 
been involved with the law for serious offenses 
since he was 15 years old, and when he was 
last paroled he was almost 40. At 15 he com- 
mitted burglary and larceny, among his favorite 
crimes, and was sent to the Missouri State Train- 
ing School, at Boonville. He escaped and was 


the Mobile (Ala.) Police Department in 1930. 
That same year he was sentenced to five to 15

It has been recalled many times—,but 
still none too frequently—that between World 
War I and II only. Germany banked heavily on 
the submarine. The Nazis cashed in nicely with 
their improved U-boats*of World War II. Not 
until after that conflict did it become generally 
known how close was the race as Allied anti- 
submarine technicians worked desperately to 
keep ahead of German U-boat scientists. 

For a long time our Navy has reported that 
the Russian submarine fleet outnumbers ours, 
that the Russians have developed from captured 
Nazi -U-boats and plans some new submarine 
types equal or even superior to ours and that 
much of the anti-submarine technique of World 
War II is now obsolete. It could be almost 
disastrous should we some day find that Rus 
sian submarinés were as big 4 problem as Rus- 
sian-made tanks were during the first weeks 
in Korea. 

For that reason alone it is encouraging to 
read that President Truman has signed the bill 
giving our Navy authority to build what will be 
the world’s first atomic powered submarine— 
unless the Russians build it first. V. Adm. 
Charles A. Lockwood, retired wartime com- 
mander of the Pacific submarine fleet, warned 
in a Post-Dispatch article last April that if 
Russia developed the atom submarine ahead of 
us, such a scientific victory would be fraught 
with most alarming prospects. Last month, in 
the Saturday Evening Post, he stated: “We have 
the answer to the Russian snorkel in the atom 
submarine,” and “nothing can equal the atom 
boat. Nothing in our present arsenal of anti- 
submarine weapons can stop it.” 

The need for a successful atom submarine 
seems imperative. It may well be that the mil- 
lions spent in developing it will pay off as 
handsomely as did the many millions spent in 
developing the B-29, radar, the proximity fuse 
and other gambles of World War II.

President Truman uses the tnfluence and pres- 
tige of his great office to the best of purposes 
when he calls on the country to avoid the hys- 
teria which so regularly accompanies wartime 
stresses.

In proposing certain legislation to tighten ex- 
isting statutes against espionage and deportable 
aliens, the President says: 


We face today, as we have always faced in 
time of international tension, the question - 
of how to keep our freedom secure against 
internal as well as external attack, without 
at the same time unduly limiting individual 
rights and liberties. 


That is the issue and the first protection 
against going too far is to know that it is the 
issue. 

There cannot be the slightest Objection to 
reasonable improvements in statutes against spy- 
ing, for example, when experience shows certain 
weaknesses.

One of the chief points of attack on 
the part of the railroads in criticizing 
truck transportation is found in the safe- 
ty factor. But those who attack apparently 
neither understand nor do they try to 
learn what is going on in the interests of 
improving safety records. 

While much has been and can be done 
in various aspects of safety, there is no 
substitute for a safe driver. One of the 
basic points of persuasion on the part of 
the International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters is directed toward the safety factor 
on the part of the individual Teamster, 
regardless of the type of vehicle he drives. 
Safety is stressed in all aspects of Team- 
ster work. 


Driver, Then His Machine 


Next. to a careful driver comes a trust- 
worthy machine. Since our members drive 
a wide variety of vehicles, this basic quali- 
fication applies whether a member drives 
a neighborhood ice cream wagon or a 
giant over-the-road tank truck. Truck man- 
ufacturers and engineers have worked dili- 
gently in the improvement of truck design 
and production.

His theme is the conscientious objector. 
His plot tells of what can happen to such 
a man during the time of war.

He 
stated his belief to his draft board and 
then, as is the way of armies, found him- 
self in the field artillery. When rifles 
were issued to his company he refused to 
bear arms. And so began his ordeal. He 
was frightened but tenacious and by simple 
logic held tight to his belief. 

Heath was subjected to many pressures; 
men in his platoon who called him nuts

ment and economics. 

Today the world is divided by 
two opposite ideas. or two op- 
posing economic forces—freedom 
against dictatorship, or democ- 
racy against the totalitarian state. 
The United States is the leader 
of the freedom-loving forces, Rus-| 
sia of the totalitarian. |

IT IS AMAZING HOW many. 
people argue that the conflict can 
be ignored — that the United 
States can go its own way, not 
seek or help allies and let Soviet 
Russia operate in its own way. 
This view would have validity only | 
if the Kremlin honestly followed | 
the same course, which it shows 
no signs of doing. 

The pending Defense Produc- 
tion legislation is the American 
Government's answer to the Rus- 
sian acts of aggression.

_ The Douay version is from the 
Latin Vulgate, a translation of the 
fourth century. The Douay ver- 
sion was published in France in 
1609-10. 
The new Book of Psalms, avail- 
able in. some book stores today, 
is in language its producers call 
“radically new style.” The “thees” 
and “thous” of the seventeenth 
century now. are “you,” and 
“hath. is “has.” The vocabulary 
is twentieth century; the language 
is simple. The psalms are printed 
in poetic format, as modern po- 
etry usually is, instead of in col- 
umns of type unbroken except 
for verse numbers. 
The well-known’ twenty-third 
psalm (psalm 22 in the Catholic 
book) is an example. The Douay 
version reads: 
“The Lord ruleth me: and I 
shall want nothing.

LAG IMPAIRS MORALE 


Co-operative Council 
Increases to Proper Allo- 
cation of Funds. 


The: St., Louis Teachers Co- 
operative Council today told 
President William Schumacher of 
the Board of Education that fail- 
ure of the board to increase sal- 
aries of public school teachers 
had impaired morale. Tt also 
maintained that ability of the 
board to grant rises was only a 
matter of the proper allocation of 
funds already budgeted. 

“Teachers are aware that ade- 
quate housing and modern equip- 
ment are essential to a first-class 
educational system,” the council 
told Schumacher. “They cannot 
agree, however, with a philoso- 
phy that these desirable needs 
should be financed by the’ teach- 
ers. We call attention to the 
small amount of bonded indebt- 
edness of the board due to its 
usual practice of building out of 
current revenue. It is our opin- 
ion that the St. Louis public 
would favor a bond election for 
a soundly conceived and well- 
presented, complete school build- 
ing program.” 

The teachers said that the per- 
centage of: funds spent for in- 
struction in the St. Louis system 
in 1948-49 was below the national 
average. A total of 64.7 per cent 
of the St. Louis budget was spent 
for instruction in that year while 
the national average, the council 
said, was 72.7 per cent. For the 
1950-51 fiscal year, 64.2 per cent 
of the public school system's 
budget is allocated to instruction.

Of Retiring From Baseball 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (UP)—Jackie Robinson of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, the principal in baseball's greatest sociological experiment, 
‘declared yesterday that he would like to retire from the game as 
soon as possible because “it’s been too miich of a strain.” 


Although only 31 years old and 
still at the peak of his playing 
career, Robinson admittedly is

The wise home maker 
will watch the prices on meats, 
vegetables and fruits and put 
them down when the prices are 
réasonable.

Drying, the oldest method, is still 
used because many people like 
the characteristic flavor of dried 
corn and because it may be done 
in the oven without special equip- 
ment. 

Freezing is the newest method 
—and much experimenting has 
been done with it. Frozen corn 
on the cob has been a novelty of 
interest to many.

Former Senator D. Worth Clark,

With 779 of 839 precincts 
counted, Clark Held a 1000-vote 
margain. The count showed: 
Clark, 26,475; Taylor, 25,409. <A 
third man in.the race, Repre- 
sentative Compton I, White, had 
14,507. 

Only a plurality is necessary to 
win in Idaho, making a runoff 
unnecessary. If Clark winds up 
with only one more vote than 
Taylor, he still will win the nom- 
ination. Taylor said he would 
wait for the final count before 
conceding defeat.

(AP)—Johnston Murray emerged | 
as Oklahoma's Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor today. A re- 
count of the state’s“77 counties 
took only 47 votes away from 
Murray’s 1009-vote margin over 
William O. Coe, gained in the 
July 25 runoff primary. 

This left Murray, son of former 
Gov. “Alfalfa Bill” Murray, with 
962 votes to spare. The state 
election board will meet Saturday 
to certify the recount and issue 
Murray his certificate of nomina- 
tion.

Strengthened or Dis- 
solved, British Laborite|} 
Tells Assembly. 


STRASBOURG. France, Aug. 
10 (AP)—Ronald Mackay, British 
Laboriat, today termed the -oper- 
‘ating statute for the Council of 
Europe a “hopeless machinery” 
for uniting Europe and urged 


that the unofficial parliament 
should either be strengthened or 
dissolved } 


Mackay addressed the Euro- 
pean Consultative Assembly in 
the spot.reserved for Winston 
Churchill after Britain's wartime 
leader suddenly postponed until 
tomorrow a major speech sched- 
uled for today. 

Churchill, it was learned re- 
liably, intends to call for the cre- 
ation of a Europeon army, includ- | 
ing German components as a/| 
shield against Soviet aggression. 

Mackay assailed the “go-slow" 
elements in his own government 
for their negative attitude toward 
European unity. “There is no rea- 
son,” he said, “why we can’t work 
| out a European electoral law and 
| have members of this assembly 
elected.” 

Immediate Emergency. 

Maj. Gen, William J. Donovan, 
here as chairman of the Ameri- 
can Committee for United Europe, 
told an interviewer the only way 
for the Assembly to break out of 
the statute’s confines is to de- 
clare an immediate emergency. 
| French’ Foreign Minister Rob- 
‘ert Schuman was applauded by 
/assemblymen when he presented 
his plan for merging the coal and 


He said the plan would eliminate 
the risks 
France and Germany. 

“If this project is accepted,” 
said Schuman, the first Foreign 
Minister to address the assembly, 
“it would rapidly develop into 
the political and economic unifi- 
‘cation of Europe.” 

He stressed two fundamentals 
/of his plan—the establishment of 
supranational authority and the 
‘creation of a single market for 
coal and steel. 

(The United Press said Schu- 
‘man rejected a British proposal 
that the Council of Europe ad- 
minister the coal-steel plan. Schu- 
man told the Assembly he feared 
the proposal by British Conserva- 
tives would imperil his plan to 
build up Europe into an economic 
bastion against Communism.)

OUR INSTRUCTIONS did not cover such situa- 
tions. Our training officers told us that hog-call- 
ing was a fine but pointless gesture unless the 
enemy was in dire straits, preferably enveloped 
in what is called a “pocket.” When you were in 
a pocket, at least the World War II kind, you 
would usually be surrounded. And that was bad. 
The idea was to get the enemy into such a trap 
and then call on them to surrender without fur- 
ther bloodshed because, as any harebrain from 
Hamburg could see, they were going to get it in 
‘the neck, anyhow. 

The speeches we had learned in training were 
tailor-made -to fit such an optimistic slant on 
warfare. They seemed to center, as I recall, around 
three fine, euphonious German words which we 
grew to hate. The words were “abgeschnitten” 
{cut off), “aufgerieben” (wiped out), and “einge- 
kesselt”. (encircled). It was our job, the fellows 
in training had said, to convince the enemy he 
was in one of these three undesirable positions. 
Our only on-the-spot task was to find out a little 
intelligence concerning the outfit opposing our 
boys and weaving it into the spiel, like the one 
about their Sgt. Huntzénjammer who surrendered 
only that morning and was now snug as a bug in 
a prisoner-of-war enlosure eating a C-ration of 
pork and beans. (The Germans liked C-rations.

and modernly equipped. Switzerland, like America, is a 
melting-pot of nationalities and customs. French, German, 
Italian and Romansch are all official languages. Switzerland 
has made the most of its God-given resources, its magnificent 
scenery and mountain ski-trails, and added manmade indus- 
tries of precision watches, dairy products, chocolate, fabu- 
lous embroidery, wine, textiles. Its manufactures are consid- 
erable, its exports cover the globe. 
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THERE IS ALMOST no Communist problem and no 
Fascist menace at all in Switzerland, though that is where 
Lenin found shelter while he plotted the bolshevist overthrow 
of Russia and Musselini was sheltered when he first fled 
from Italy. The little “up-and-down” republic has yielded 
asylum to the exiled of about every extreme. Yet it fears 
no fifth column. It seems to fear nothing at all. 

So democratic is Switzerland that the average citizen has 
to think hard to remember the name of his President. There 
is no executive veto. The people vote, in a referendum, for 
or against most of the important laws. The Swiss love fes-, 
tivalgé and any other opportunity to go gay. The Basel 
carnival, one of the most famous, calls for a whole week 
emphasizing free speech, during which everyone tells off 
everybody else—a whole year’s worth. 
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THE SWISS, OF COURSE, have made capital of their 
mountains. The resort village of Zermatt thrives on the 
14,700-foot Matterhorn, beside it. In the town cemetery is a 
special section devoted to those who perished trying to 
climb to the top. It has become much less difficult to master 
—with guide-lines and rope ladders posted along the way. 
Many women are among the 500 who make it every year. 

The Swiss know how to kid themselves and their own 
national heroes, too. In the great battle of Sempach, where

Some Different Ways of Cooking Shrimp 


They're Good Almost Any Way, and Needn't Be Limited to Cocktail

BOUT the only way that a 
A shrimp doesn’t taste good is 
raw. That is, I presume it 

doesn’t. I never tried it. But I 
do. know it is one of the most 
versatile of seafoods, and just 
about anything you do to it, pro- 
vided you do it right, comes out 
delectable. It is good hot or cold. 
It is good boiled, fried and/or 
dolled up with a creole back- 
ground. In short, it is good. 

Having settled that point, we'll 
proceed to the subject of some 
different ways to prepare shrimp. 
To the Little Woman the shrimp 
is something associated with cock- 
tail parties, to be boiled, picked 
up daintily with a toothpick, and 
delicately dipped in a saucer of 
shrimp sauce.

ESTERDAY we spoke of read- 

ing partner’s intentions with- 

out the benefit of any pre- 
arranged signals in the play. (Pre- 
arranged signals are quite ethical 
as long as you explain them fully 
to your opponents.) 

Here is a case in which you 
might follow partner’s plan with- 
out any discussion with him. 

You hold: 


On his last turn your partner 
took the pack. It gave him a big 
hand, and he made some melds 
from it; but you noticed that al- 
though he picked up four sevens 
in the pack, he did not meld sev- 
ens. He held all four sevens in 
his hand, and still has them. 


You have already drawn and 
must discard. The pack is not 
frozen for you (‘since your part- 
ner has melded) and every card 
in your hand is “loose”—no one 
has melded the rank of anything 
you hold. 

What you should discard is one 
of your pair of tens. Obviously, 
your partner wants to prolong 
the play and try for a big score; 
otherwise he would not have held 


up four severis that he could have 
melded if he had wanted to. If 
your partner. wants to prolong 
the play, you do too. If the play 
is prolonged, you want to get the 
pack. To get the pack, you want 
cards of as many different ranks 
as possible; then, whatever your 
right-hand opponent throws, you 
can take it with one matching 
ecard from your hand plus one 
wild card.

West naturally opened his 
fourth-highest heart—and down 
South went! Since a five-club 
contract would have been “iced,” 
there was a certain coolness be- 
tween North and South. Quite 
a few remarks passed back and 
forth across the table, ut let's 
conduct our own analysis, to see 
where the error lay. 


South’s original pass, North’s 
spade opening, and South’s two- 
club response were all normal, 


of course. The first question 
arises with North’s rebid. While 
it is true that the two-spade bid 
was persuasive and not open to 
severe criticism, it is equally true 
that North might have made a 
shrewder selection by bidding 
three clubs. In the postmortem, 
North said that he had considered 
this raise, but had rejected it be- 
cause of the fear that South 
would then bid three no-trump, 
for which North was not particu- 
larly well-prepared. 

North’s reasoning does not seem 
entirely logical, since he had no 
reason to fear a three-no-trump 


contract reached in that fashion, 
but actually, of course, if North 
had raised to three clubs, South 
would have had every right to 
bid five clubs instead of three 
no-trump.

BOISE, Idaho, Aug. 10. 

O, officially, what’s happen-

Stains for Homes 


OU know, there is nothing in 

the rule book that says a house 

must be painted. If the wood 
happens to be attractive or if you 
haven't got the time or the money, 
a stain will do. 


If you are going to use a stain 
instead of paint, then be sure that 
ou use a good stain. About the 
st type of exterior stain is one 
that contains about two-thirds 
pure linseed oil as a vehicle. One 
coat of stain will do the trick and 
when it becomes faded, another 
eoat can be easily applied right 


stain and this will prevent it from 
weathering. 

A lot of people have used creo- 
sote as an exterior finish for their 


homes and not always with, per- 
fect results. Creosote does not 
penetrate very deep into the wood 
when applied by brush and there- | 
fore does not give the interior of | 
the wood much, protection against | 
decay. Another trouble is that it’s | 
difficult to paint over creosote be- | 
cause the creosote has a strong |
